BAWDEN'S BULLET! 


Puts an JBnd to the l<Ife of the Woman 
He liOved—Desperate Shootins 
. Affair in liOnisiana. 


EUEEKA, Oal., Feb. 10.~Mrs. J. A. 
Price, who was married last August, was 
shot dead Saturday evening, at her 
home, by Charles H. Bawden, of San 
Francisco, who then made a desperate 
attempt to end his own life. Bawden 
went to her house, and when she opened 
the door seized her, and, after firing 
three shots, lodged the fourth in her 
heart. 


Just as the last shot was fired her 
husband appeared and caught her as she 
fell. He then clubbed Bawden with the 
pistol after the latter had put a bullet 
into his own neck. It is thought Baw- 
den will die. 


He wrote before the shooting claim- 
ing that Mrs. Price was his wife. 
It is 
thought he had paid attention to her, 
and was enraged over her marriage, of 
which he had only recently heard. His 
father, W. H. Bawden, lives in Duluth. 


NEW OBIIEANS, L a . , F e b . 
1 0 . — A des- 
perate shooting affair occurred at Pearl 
Kiver Station, fifty miles from here, 
Saturday night. 
The principals were 
Thomas McEvery, a merchant of Abita 
Springs, La., and Capt. S. B. Porteve 
Portevents, sheriff of the East Louis- 
iana road. The men, who are brothers- 
in-law, quarreled over family and finan- 
cial differences. Both men fired a num- 
ber of shots, and both are very seriously 
injured. 


A bullet which struck Portevent's 
right arm, shattered the bone, and yes- 
terday it was found necessary to ampu- 
tate his arm. McEvery has a very ser- 
ious wound in the stomach. The two 
men were yesterday brought to this 
city, where they are very well known.

TEOY, N . Y„ Feb. 10.—Rev. Peter 
Havemans, the oldest priest in active 
service in America, 
was prostrated 
while on the altar at St. Mary's church, 
in this city, yesterday. He soon re- 
vived and attempted to continue the 
service, but was again prostrated, and 
taken to his home. 


ABINGTON, Mass., Feb. 10.—The Ab- 
ington aims house, on Centre street, 
was entirely destroyed by fire last night. 
Loss, $2,600; insurance, $1,800. 
All of 
the inmates escaped. 


KINGSTON, N. Y., Feb. 10.—It is now 
learned that the children drowned yes- 
terday were not all of one family. Two 
were sons of Slater, aged seventeen and 
seven, a third was a grand child named 
Terwellinger, aged nine years, and a 
fourth was a guest named Bush, aged 
fourteen years. The body of Mrs. 
Slater was recovered about 9 o'clock last 
night. Great diflSculty is experienced 
in grappling for the bodies, as the ice is 
constantly giving away, being but an 
inch thick in the vicinity of the hole 
through which the persons disappeared. 


KANSAS CITY, Feb. 
10. — Samuel 
Phaser and James Cole, prisoners in the 
county jail at Ezra, Kan., were shot and 
fatally wounded by Jailer Ellis on Sat- 
urday evening, while trying to make 
their escape. The two men had tried to 
overpower Ellis, but he drew his re- 
volver and shot them before they could 
get away. Both men died yesterday. 


HAMIMON, Ohio, Feb. 10.—^A geolo- 
gist discovered a mound builder's bury- 
ing ground, in which many skeletons of 
immense size were found about four 
mües from this place. It is thought 
the discovery will prove an important 
one in geological studies. 


NEW YOBK, Feb. 10.—Michael Diner- 
lin, a weaver, aged twenty years, com- 
mitted suicide this morning in his room. 
No. 201 East 108th street, by shooting 
himself in the head. He had been in 
bad health for some time. 


MAY'S LANDING, Feb. 10.—^A.big for- 
est fire broke out last evening about 
four miles from this city, along the line 
of the West Jersey railroad. The forest 
is composed of pine and cedar trees and 
is owned by John T. Smith and Messrs. 
Jones & Badnen, of this city, and 
others. The railread section men anda 
lot of helpers are fighting > the fire, 
which threatens to doag^eat deal of 
damage. For several ^ y s past fires 
have been reported in the Deer Pines. 
This tract coven» a stretch in the Atlan- 
tío, Cumberland and Cape May com- 
panies and is eigh^ milai by eighteen 


miles in extent. One of these fires was 
extinguished near Millville after it had 
done $10,000 damage.

Visits His l>anshter lor the First 
Time Since the ]>readfal Fire. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Yesterday af- 
ternoon at 2 o'clock. Secretary Tracy 
entered the president's private carriage 
at the white house, and drove to Lieu- 
tenant Masons, 1,606 Twentieth street, 
to see his daughter, Mrs; Wilmerding 
and grand daughter, Miss Allice, it 
being the first time he had seen them 
since the night before the fire. 


When the secretary reached Lieuten- 
ant 
Mason, he was shown to his 
daughter's apartment, where he re- 
mained for nearly an hour, after which 
he descended to the parlor and con- 
versed with Mr. and Mrs. Mason, for a 
few moments and then re-entering the 
carriage, he returned to the white house. 
Mrs. Wilmerding and^ daughter have al- 
most recovered from their itj juries.

Joseph Oreensfelder 4{nits the "Said 
Pasha" Company—Trouble 
£nsues. 


There was an unusual livliness per- 
vadng the precincts of the south depot, 
Jast night.

Mr. Tuttle said further that Greens- 
felder's action would not cripple the 
company in the least. 


Mr. Greensfelder left for New York 
city to-day, accompanied by his friend, 
Miss Adams, who left the company on 
his account. He was flat in spirits and 
finances when he departed.

DISGRACED THE CLOTH! 


A Pennsylvania Priest, Guilty of In 
human Cruelty to His Kephew, 
is Forced to ¿eave 
His Parish. 


POBTJEEVIS, N . Y . , F e b . 
1 0 . — S t . 
Patrick' schurch in Milford, Pa., has 
Jost its pastor. Father Joseph Smith, 
who was placed in. charge of the church 
about a year ago. He was sent from 
Scranton. 
Two months ago a nephew 
of the priest, the motherless thirteen 
year-old son of his brother, came from 
Philadelphia to find a home with his 
uncle. 


The boy a few days ago entered the 
house of one of Father Smith's parish- 
ioners, weeping bitterly. His eyes were 
blackened and swollen, his Hps puffed 
out and his face, bruised and swollen. 
In explanation of his appearance he de- 
clared that Father Smith had charged 
him with not raking the stove down 
properly, and then beat him with the 
poker. 


Two citizens of Milford were sent for. 
To them the boy further declared that 
he had been beaten and ill treated by 
his uncle nearly every day since he en- 
tered his house. In proof of this he ex- 
hibited his body, which was found to be 
literally covered with bruises. 
His left 
side, from his knee to the waist, was 
almost one solid mass of black and blue 
marks. 


The news of the alleged cruel treat- 
ment aroused such popular indignation 
that a citizen finally made complaint 
against the preist, and a warrant was 
issued for his arrest on a charge of as- 
sault and battery. He was arrested, 
and a day set for a hearing. 


In the interim the boy was in some 
way spirited away, and he could not be 
found. Father Smith Appeared before 
the justice of the peace and although 
the boy's evidence, by which he alone 
could be convicted of the charge, was 
not to be had, the priest bursting into 
tears and sobbing like a child, confessed 
to being guilty as his little nephew de- 
clared. 


He said that he was not in his right 
mind when he committed the acts of 
cruelty. The justice fined him $10 and 
costs, and severely reprimanding him, 
discharged him. The disgraced priest 
has left Milford and it is not expected 
that he will return to his parish. 


RAl£.ROAI> 
STRIKE 


Because They are Kot Paid Snougrh 
for Sunday Work. 


BUFFALO, N . Y., Feb. 10.—Thirty- 
ty-five yardmen, switchmen and brake- 
men, of the New York Central road at 
suspension bridge, refused to work yes- 
terday morning. They claim they are 
not paid as much for Sunday work as is 
paid by the company at other yards 
along the road. 
Only four freight 
trains were made up yesterday—the 
usual number on Sunday being from 
fifteen to twenty. It • is said there is a 
general feeling of dissatisfaction along 
the line of the road and there is fear 
that the strike will spread. 


NASHUA, N . H., Feb. 10.—There is no 
change in the 
strike situation this 
morning. The help are firm in their de- 
mands 
for a restoration of former 
wages, while the agent of the Nashua 
company declines to accede. The mills 
are idle. At the Jackson company 
there is no trouble, the work starting up 
as usual this morning. At the Vale 
mills the help are at work as usual. The 
strikers are quite. A number are leaving 
town and others are making arrange- 
ments to do so. 


MORMCIN EliDBRS 


Given a Coat of Tar and Feathers and 
Horribly Burned. 


BIBMINGHAM, Ala., Feb. 10.—Uncon- 
firmed reports of an outrage committed 
on two Mormon elders in Marion coun- 
ty, Ala., have been received here. It is 
said a mob stripped the elders of their 
clothing, covered them with tar and 
feathers tind set fire to the tar. Both 
men were terribly burned, but succeeded 
in extinguishing the flames in time to 
save their lives. 


The scene of the alleged outrage is re- 
mote from a telegraph office or railroad 
station, and it may be several days be- 
fore the reliable details can be obtained.

T H E R E are now ninety-eight national 
banks in this state, with a combined 
capital of S12,354,000. The total num- 
ber organized since the passage of the 
national bank law has been 158, but 
sixty-one have gone out of business. 
The total deposits in the banks at pres- 
ent are $30.012,825, they having in- 
creased about $4,500,000 during the past 
year. 


P E E S I D E N T F I T Z G E E A I I D , of the Irish 
National league, has issued a long ad- 
dress appealing earnestly to the Irish- 
men of the United States for contribu- 
tions of money to aid their distressed 
brethren in Ireland in their final efforts 
for independence, 
Mr. Fitzgerald urges 
that no heed be given to the attacks on 
the administration of the league by the 
Chicago Herald, Chicago Times and 
other foreign jDapers, and says that since 
the influence of the London Times has 
been destroyed the enemies of Ireland 
have transferred their base of operations 
to this country and have subsidized the 
American press. 


G E O B G E 
BANOEOFT is now ninety 
years old with his mind unimpaired. 
He spends his winters in Washington 
and his summers in Newport. He is 
one of fortune's favorites. He was a 
brilliant boy at school and college and 
was sent to Qermany; studied divinity; 
preached; was Greek processor at Har 
vard; set up the Bound Hill school at 
Northan pton; published some transla- 
tions from the German; turned politi- 
cian, first a Whig, then went over to the 
democrats; published, at long intervals, 
his "History of the United States;" was 
made collector of the port of Boston by 
President Van Buren, and secretary of 
the navy by President Polk, minister to 
England and Germany by President 
Grant. 


U N D E B the new law the chairmen of 
the democratic and Republican commit- 
tees have responsible duties to perform. 
Thirty days before an election they 
select one democrat and one republican, 
who, with the couniy clerk, constitute 
the county board of election commis- 
sioners, prepare and distribute ballots 
for election of all county officers. One 
week before an election the chairman of 
respective committees 
shall appoint 
election judges for each precinct. 
Five 
days before an election they shall ap- 
point two election sheriffs, one of each 
party for each election precinct; four 
days before each election a poll clerk for 
each precinct. As will be seen,this makes 
considerable work for a chairman, all of 
which he is expected to perform with- 
out pay. 


WAYliE TOWK SHIP PRIHABIJBS. 


The Wayne township democratic com- 
mittee met Saturday and adopted the 
following resolution in reference to the 
next convention and election of dele- 
gates: 


Besolved, That the democracy of 
Wayne township assemble in their re- 
spective precincts, between the hours of 
4 and 6 o'clock p. m., in the township 
proper and in the wards- of the city of 
Fort Wayne between 2 and 7 p. m., on 
the 22d day of March, 1890, then and 
there elect seventy delegates. Said dele 
gates to assemble at the circuit court 
room on Saturday, the 29th day of 
March, at 2 o'clock p. m., to then place 
in nomination the various township 
officers to be votfed for Monday, April 7, 
1890. 


The next meeting of the committee 
will be held MaroH 31 at 2 o'clock p.m., 
in the oironit ooturt rooms. 


TAm BARiCBTT r.AW 


The Supreme Court .Decides tKat 
t^treets Can Be Improved Vnder it - 
Without Danger of Such Action 
Being 
Declared UlegtCl! 


The supreme couït has decided that 
the Barrett law is congtitutional. Sat- 
urday "at 
Indianapolis 
Chief-justice 
Mitchell handed down a decision in the 
appeal of Thomas F. Quill affirming the 
verdict of the Marion circuit court in 
his suit against the city of Indianapolis 
and others, which was in favor of the 
latter. Mr. Quill entered suit to enjoin 
the city from issuing the bonds pro- 
vided for in the street improvement act 
of March 8, 1889, and also to enjoin it 
from enforcing the assessment against 
his property, based on the proposed im- 
provement. It was a test case brought 
to settle the question of the constitution- 
ality of the Barrett law, and when Judge 
Howland decided in favor of the city, 
Qnill appealed to the supreme court 
with the result as above announced. 


"The statute does not require or con- 
template," it is stated in the opinion, 
"the appointmentment of a committee 
to hear the objections of property- 
holders, or that there should be any de- 
termination of the rights of the objec- 
tors. It simply contemplates that no 
action shall be taken by the common 
council, after resolving to make the im- 
provement, until notice is given, and an 
opportunity afforded the property- 
owners to present for the council's con- 
sideration such objections as they maç^ 
make to the necessity for the construc- 
tion of the work. It is designed to pre- 
vent the city authorities from entering 
inconsiderately upon the construction 
of expensive improvements, 
vsdthout 
affording the property-owners, who are 
in the end to pay for them, the oppor- 
tunity to present their objections at the 
outset, which are intended to be rather 
as advisory to the council than other- 
wise. No valid objection is discovered 
to the notice. It is conceded that the 
present bonded indebtedness of the city 
exceeds the limit fixed by the constitu- 
tion, but it is contended that the cost 
of improving the streets and alley cross- 
ings, payable by the city must and will 
be paid in cash, and that the bonds 
authorized by the act in question are 
merely improvement bonds, for the pay- 
ment of which the city is not 
able, and 
that they are, hence, not an indebted- 
ness of the city within the contempla- 
tion of the constitution." Article 18 of 
the state constitution is quoted to sus- 
tain the poiut. 


"While the common council and offi- 
cers of the city," continues the opinion, 
i'are designated as the instruments to 
be used in executing the scheme desired, 
it is apparent all the way through that 
the entire expense of constructing an 
improvement for which bonds may be 
issued is to be borne exclusively by the 
property boneiitted. In Stricto VJJ. Cox, 
3d lad., 299, it was held that bonds is- 
issued by the board of county commifc- 
sioners for the purpose of raising money 
for the construction of a free grave} 
road do not constitute an indebtedness 
against the county within the inhibition 
of Article 13 of the state constitution. 
The principles which uphold that deci- 
sion fully sustain our conclusion in 
this." Several other cases are cited to 
bear this out, and the court continues: 
"While we are satisfied that it would be 
within the power of , the legislature to 
enact that one who had stood by while 
an improvement was being made, under 
order of statutory authority, until the 
work was substantially completed, and 
until his property had received the ben- 
efit of the money expended, should not 
thereafter question the validity of the 
assessment. We are not required to go 
to that extent in the present case." 


The decision concludes as follows: 
"While, as we have said, we do not de- 
mur the power of this legislature to in- 
corporate into the statute the feature 
complained of, even without the agree- 
ment, for it is little else than the affirm- 
ation of a common law principle, there 
is no room to question its validity as ap- 
plied to one who has signed the agree- 
ment provided for. What has been said 
disposes of all the questions argued or 
involved in the record, and, as we find 
no ground for' reversing the ruling of 
the learned court from which the appeal 
is prosecuted, the judgment is affirmed, 
with costs." 


A HIC^H TABIFF. 


Dr. J. W. Younge Talks on the Sub- 
ject as Affecting <{uinine 
and Alcohol. 


To the Editor of THE SENTINEL. 


Mr. H. B. Eosengarten, of the firm 
of Rosengarten & Sons, of Philadelphia, 
manufacturers of quinine, appeared be- 
fore the ways and means committee at 
Washington, December 30, and advo- 
cated a restoration of duty upon quinine, 
on the ground that such action would 
increase the manufacture in this coun- 
try, and would not necessarily be fol- 
lowed by a large advance in price. 
Now, what are the -facts in the case? 
The manufacture of quinine has never 
been so large as it is at present; the 
consumption of quinine is beyond any 
question greater than it was under the 
prohibitory tariff. 


It is singular how men turn to this 
tariff as the solutiou of all difficulties. 
One wants the dnt^ increased^ and 


another, equally as intelb'gent and 
learned, wants no duiy aiall, and both 
for the same reason. As well try to af- 
fect the ebb and flow of the tide, ^ to 
hope to maintain artificial trade con- 
ditions. If there ever was an utterly ex- 
ploded theory, it is the theory that pro- 
tection protects, except in the case of 
monopolies. The sooner that men real- 
ize that the laws of trade are as fixed 
and inevitable as the. flow of the gulf 
stream, the sooner they will become rec- 
onciled to reproducing at'the minimum 
of profit, for that is the fate which they 
cannot possibly escape. 


With all due respect to the judg- 
ment of Mr. Rosengarten, we have no 
hesitation in expressing a conviction, 
that he is pursuing an ignis fatuus. The 
government is not supposed to levy un- 
necessary burdens on the tax payers 
either directly or indirectly. 
The ex- 
penses of the government must be met, 
and during the war, when the money 
was needed, no objection was made to 
the increased revenues demanded, but 
to-day the treasury is- overflowing and 
why should we continue to be so taxed? 


Alcohol, an article of tha greatest im- 
portance in the arts and manufactures, 
was taxed years ago for strictly revenue 
purposes—and for no other reason— 
when the country was sorely pressed for 
money, and the long arms of the govern- 
ment were stretched out like the arms of 
the cuttle fish, and attached themselves 
to everything and everybody. The con- 
dition of things is now entirely changed. 
The pnited States treasury is like a great 
cornucopia, and yet the tax has been in- 
creased from time to time and is now 4J 
times what it was in July, 1862, and 
more than six times the cost of produc- 
tion. 


Two dollar alcohol may give the 
manufacturer of varnish a larger tem- 
porary profit; it may force life into the 
bastard wood-alcohol interests, and in 
this way afford increased returns to a 
limited number of citizens, but, why 
should the masses, the consumers pay 
tribute to these favored few ? There is 
no justice in such legislation, even if it 
be not in direct violation of our consti- 
tution. 


To be sure, the interests of the var- 
nish-maker should not be ignored. 
Sufficient warning should be given him 
to enable him to reduce his stock or re- 
fund the tax on stock on hand, but ulti- 
mately the interests (jf any legitimate 
business, would not be seriously im- 
paired. These apprehensions of finan- 
cial ruin are groundless. 


Give the American manufacturer an 
equal chance in any line and he will 
soon adapt himself to the circumstances 
on a profitable basis.. The United States 
treasury is full to overflowing, and the 
country is agitated on the question of 
how to get rid of a surfjlus of riches that 
is embarasbing. 
The present. tax on 
alcohol has been in operation about fif- 
teen years, and alcohol, indispensable 
as it is, made in abundance as it is, in 
one of the greatest 
gi'ain-producing 
countries of the world, where low prices 
should prevail, sells to-day at about 
per gallon, while without government 
t:ix it would sell at about 30 cents per 
gallon. Can such a policy be justifiei ? 


There is a strong feeling in favor of a 
reduction of the tariff. Those opijosed 
to it are influenced by the effects they 
think it will have on their business. 
Something more than one's personal in- 
terests should be considered in a matter 
which affects the whole people of our 
country.

T h e i r B a d Condition tdbown b y t h 
S t a t e Health. Board. 


'The state bpard of health hf» com- 
pleted the extensive and novel sanitary 
survey of the school-houses in Indiana, 
upon which it has been at work for 
many weeks. Beports have been re- 
ceived from 3,186 schools. They are 
from every section of the state and may 
be safely regarded as affording a fair in- 
dex of the condition of all. 


In the 3,186 schools reporting are 
1,833 near-sighted pupils. A summary 
of the results of the survey is as follows: 


Eighteen per cent, of the grounds need 
drainage; 71 per cent, of the houses not 
properly ventilated; 12 per cent, not 
properly heated; 34 per cent, hive black- 
boards between the windows; 35 per 
cent, of the blackboards have bad sur- 
faces; 30 per cent, have bad water sup- 
ply; 10 per cent, have no privies; 41 per 
cent, of the privies in bad condition; 11 
per cent of the privi^ not seperate for 
sexes; 45 per cent, have dangerous 
nuisances near them; 6*per cent, require 
pupils to be vaccinated; 52 per cent, 
pupils coming from families in which 
contagious diseases are prevailing, are 
not excluded from school; 22 per cent, of 
the houses not suitable for the district. 


The "dangerous nuisances" referred 
to are cemeteries, ponds, etc. The most 
common and also most dangerous evils 
are shown to be poor ventilation and 
bad water supply.

J. H. Sloan, for a nnmber of years 
clerk in the Pittsburg machine'shops in 
this 
city, but who resigned a few 
months ago and rettimed to his home at 
Chicago, is now employed in a clerical 
capacity with the nnion stock yards in 
that city. 
"Jimt" as he was familiarly 
known here, was one of the most popu- 
lar clerks in the Pittsburg shops. Pos- 
sessed of a good education and splendid 
abilities, he combined with them a 
social disposition that made him friends 
in every circle, and there was, conse- 
quently, general regret among the Pitts- 
burg shop employes when he resigned 
his position to reside permanently at 
Chicago. 


It is for this reason that we give 
space to-day to the extracts published 
below from a private letter which he 
pens 'our railroad reporter and in do- 
ing 
so we 
know 
they 
will 
interest the readers of this column. He 
says: "Time, in its onward course, does 
not permit me to be« forgetful of any 
friends, even though the time may seem 
long since I have become separated from 
them. Am with one of the wealthiest, 
as well as prosperous firms in the city. 
Swiit is known far and wide as the 
"Cattle King" and justly is he entitled 
to the same. Their business is simply 
enormous, and, excepting the pork mag- 
nate, P. D. Armour, they are second to 
none in the country. Aside from the 
thousands of hogs and sheep slaugh- 
tered, they kill, on an average, 50,000 
cattle per day at their different slaugh- 
ter houses east and west, including 
here. 


"At these yards alone they employ 
ten thousand persons, men, women, 
and boys, for they have all of them 
acting in different capacities. 
They 
distribute in hard cash, mostly gold, 
(democratic money) $100,000 per week 
at their yards, our department 
(hog) 
receiving $10,000 of the amount. 
Their 
office force alone is about three hundred 
men. Their branch houses are distrib- 
uted as follows: Omaha, St. Louis, 
Kansas City, 
Milwaukee, 
Scran ton, 
Jersey City, and Boston. Imagine then, 
for a moment, the number of humanity 
they give employment to and cash dis- 
tributed. 


'Have had quite an open winterso far, 
not sufficient snow for sleighing. While 
I write, however, the large flakes are 
descending rapidly, reminding us that 
they might possibly be "plucking their 
geese in Ireland." I do not consider 
this a healthy climate. 
Nearly every- 
body, seemingly, has the catarrh. La 
grippe has been playing havoc in this 
city. The death rate had been alarm- 
ing before, but since its advent, it is 
surprising, especially to those who have 
not always been residents of large cities. 


"Are you coming to the World's fair 
in this city in 1892? Although New 
York, St. Louis, and other cities are 
fighting us hard, we feel confident of 
success in the end. 


"I so often recall with pleasure the 
years spent in Wayne and even surmise 
at times that I see you enter the office 
with a smile and say, 'Whats the ne^ws 
this morning, J. H. or Jim!' I am so 
lost without T H E DAILT SENTINEIJ and I 
wish you to forward it to me here.

He afterwards worked for a 
while at Jackson, Mich., and Allegheny 
City, Pa., and visited his old home in 
England, and again took a position in 
the Pittsburg blacksmith shops, which 
he resigned four years ago to accept the 
place he now holds. 


Mr. Slater is a good mechanic and a 
popular young foreman, and enjoys the 
confidence of his employers and the 
esteem of the men under him. He is 
the president of the Bebin Hood lodge 
of the Sons of St. George in this city.

The piece-workers at the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad shops at Altoona, Pa., have 
been cut 20 per cent., and by the hard- 
est work a mechanic makes from $2 to 
$2.25 a day. 


The special train, extended mention 
of which was made in Saturday's SENTI- 
NEii, passed through the city this morn- 
ing on their way to Kansas City, to at- 
tend the electric convention. It had on 
board a delegation of electric light men. 


The Union, Chicago and Omaha Bail- 
road company was incoi-porated yester- 
day with a capital stock of $1,000,000 in 
$100 shares. The railroad will com- 
mence at Union City and run in a 
northwesterly direction- through Ean- 
dolph, Delaware," Marion, Grant, Tip- 
ton, Howard, Canoll, White, Jasper, 
and Newton counties to the state line, 
terminating at Morocco. The road is to 
be 143 miles long. 


The Wabash railroad has issued a 
positive order that no boy shall be em- 
ployed for the purpose of learning skill- 
ful work, unless he brings a certificate 
from his instructors stating that he has 
completed the stuiiies of the second 
department of school work. The com- 
pany has found that young men* who 
have completed the English branches of 
study learn skilled work more readily 
than those who have not. 


Engineer Bobert Hamilton, of the 
Wabash, who handles the throttle of 
engine No. 1006, made, perhaps, the 
fastest time Saturday ever made on that 
road. With a train of three cars, carry- 
ing an opera troop, he made the remark- 
able run of eighty-three miles in 109 
minutes, making seven stops at cros- 
sings and using ten minutes through 
Lafayette.

It is conceded that the 
present bonded indebtedness of the city 
exceeds the limit fixed by the constitu- 
tion, but it is contended that the cost 
of improving the streets aud alley cross- 
ings, payable by the city must aud will 
be paid in cash, and that the bonds 
authorized by the act in question are 
merely improvement bonds, for the pay- 
ment of which the city is not able, aud 
that they are, hence, not an indebted- 
ness of the eity within the contempla- 
tion of the constitution." Article 18 of 
the state constitution is quoted to sus- 
tain the point. 


"While the common council and offi- 


cers of the city," continues the opinion, 
'.'are designated as the instruments to 
be used in executing the schuue desired, 
it is apparent all the way through that 
the entire expense of coustruetiug an 
improvement for which bonds maybe 
issued is to be borne exclush c-)y by the 
property heuetitted. In Stricto %t. Cos, 
3J Intl., 299, it was held that bonds is- 
issued by the board of county commis- 
sioners for the purpose of raising uioue.> 
for the construction of a free gnue; 
ro.ul do not constitute an indebtedness 
against the county within the inhibition 
of Aitiule 13 of the stiue constitution. 
The principles which uphold thut deci- 
sion fully sustain our conclusion in 
this." Se\erul other casts are cited to 
bear this out, and the court continues: 
"While we ure satisfied that it would b» 
within the power of , the legislature to 
enact thut one who had stood by while 
an improvement was being made, under 
order of statutory authority, until the 
work was substantially completed, and 
until his property hud received the ben- 
efit of the money expended, should not 
thereafter question the validity of the 
assessment. 
Wo are not required to go 


to that extent in the present case." 


The decision concludes as follows: 


"While, as we have said, we do not de- 
mur the power of this legislature to in- 
corporate into the statute the feature 
complained of, even without the agree- 
ment, for it is little else than the affirm- 
ation of a common law principle, there 
is no room to question ita validity as ap- 
plied to one who has signed the agree- 
ment provided for.

sexes; 45 per cent, have dangerous 
nuisances near them; G'per cent, require 
pupils to be vaccinated; 52 per cent, 
pupils coming from families in which 
contagious diseases are prevailing, are 
not excluded from school; 22 per cent, o 
the houses not suitable for tho district 


The "dangerous nuisances" referre* 


to are cemeteries, ponds, etc. The rnos 
common and also most dangerous evils 
are shown to be poor ventilation an< 
bad water supply.

says: "Time, in its onward course, does 
not permit mo to be» forgetful of any 
friends, even though tho time may seem 
long since I have become separated from 
them.

Swift is known far and wide as the 
"Cattle King" and justly is ho entitled 
to the same. Their business is simply 
enormous, and, excepting the pork mag- 
nate, P. D. Armour, they are second to 
none in the country. Aside from the 
thousands of hogs and t,heep slaugh- 
tered, they kill, on an average, 50,000 
cattle per day at their different slaugh- 
ter houses east and west, including 
here. 


"At these yards alone they employ 


ten thousand persons, men, women, 
and boys, for they have all of them 
acting in different capacities. 
They 


distribute in hard cash, mostly gold, 
(democratic money) §100,000 per week 
at their yards, our department (hog) 
receiving 810,000 of the amount. Their 
office force alone is about three hundred 


men. 
Their branch houses are distrib- 


uted as follows: Omaha, St. Louis, 
Kansas City, Milwaukee, 
Scranton, 


Jersey City, and Boston. Imagine then, 
for a moment, the number of humanity 
they give employment to and cash dis- 
tributed,
